CHOKES YOUNG WOMAN. 


Artist on Way to Oalaboose| 


Says That the Law Has No 
Right to Enter His 
Home. 


Goshen, N. T., Aug. 25.—[S8pecial. }]—F'erdi- 
nand Pinney Earle, artist and sonnet writer, 
beat his wife, struck her in the face, and 
choked her a week ago, while she still was 
weak and {ll from the birth of their child 
twelve days before. 

Today Ferdinand Pinney Earle was ar- 
rested at his home in Semmering, near Mon- 
roe, while Mrs. Julia Kuttner Berle was up- 
stairs nursing their baby, and put in the 
Orange county jail as a common wife beater. 
He complained querulously that the law had 
no business to interfere in his affairs, al- 
though with recovered humor he made light 
epigrams along the way. 


Immediately after Earle had been ee 


Mrs. Barile’s brothers, Alfred and Charles 
Kuttner, and her aunt, Mra. Inez Barry, who 
lodged the complaint against the artist, took 
Mrs. Karle from the house to Central Valley. 
They were afraid, they said, Darle would at- 
tempt to harm her further.“ 

Hothouse Theories Disproved. 

It is not likely any one has forgotten the 
serics of extraordinary incidents last Sep- 
tember when Ferdinand Pinney Narle put 
away his first wife, Emily Fishbacher Barie, 
and their child in order to marry his soul- 
male, his affinity, Julia Kuttner. The artist 
has been a man ever ready to sound hothouse 
theories on life and love and art, and often 
since his marriage to the German-American 
girl whom he impressed with his theories as 
to pre-natal marriages and hea ven- welded 
eternal unions he has achieved publicity with; 
out a shudder. 

Less than a month ago and about four 
morthe after their marriage Mra, Earle gave 
birth to a boy. She was not a strong woman 
though of stout build and she was weak and 
ill for a long time after the child was born. 
Earle insisted she should not nurse the child 
herself. He wanted it brought up on a bottle. 
Mrs. Earle refused. She was quite ab® to 
nurse her son and insisted upon performing 
the natural duty of a mother. Earle became 
gulky, then angry, then infuriated. 

On Aug. 15, when Mrs. Earle once more re- 
fused to put the baby away from her breast, 
the poet-artist dealt her a blow in the face 
which left its mark, and then caught her 
around the neck with his strong fingers and 
choked her until she was half unconscious, 

Brothers Resort to Law. 

At any rate Mrs. Barry waited a few days 
and then told Mrs. Earle's brothers, who 
had been strongly opposed tothe union, what 
had happened on Sunday, Aug. 16. They were 
angry. They sent Mrs. Barry to Justice of 
the Peace Gilbert. Carpenter in Monroe and 
she told her story, which crystallized into 
a formal complaint that one Ferdinand Pin- 
ney Farle in the presence of Mrs. Inez Barry 
on Aug. 16, 1908, struck his wife in the face, 
choked her and was guilty of other abuses. 

Judge Carpenter issued a warrant and gave 
it to Sheriff A. L. Decker to serve. The 
sheriff did not trust to luck to apprehend 
Earle. He knew that Harle was the owner of 
a shotgun, a rifle, and two revolvers, two 
Great Danes, and several hundred rapid fire 
bees. Also he had heard in the last few days 
that the artist would be likely to shoot any- 
body who intruded upon his family affairs, 
The sheriff and his men armed themselves. 


Approach House Warily. 

With them in the automobile which rolled 
out to the Earle estate went Mrs. Harle’s two 
brothers, the two Kuttner boys, and Mrs. 
Barry. When the machine got to a grove of 
trees a few hundred yards from Semmering, 
the Kuttners and Mrs. Barry got out and 
made a detour to the back door by the time 
the sheriff and his men were tapping at the 
front, 

Mr. Earle was in III humor. 

„What do you want he rasped, holding 
the door wide open. From upstairs some- 
where came the thin plaint of a young baby 
and the low voice of a woman soothing the 
child, | 

„J have a warrant for your arrest, Mr. 
HDarle,“ said Sheriff Decker. ‘‘ You will have 


‘to come, with me.” 


But why should I be arrested?” com- 
plained Earle. Why do you and the law 
interfere in my affairs?“ 

That's my order from the judge,” re- 
plied Decker. I hope you won't make us 
any trouble.“ 

“©, I'll come,“ said Barle, “ but I want to 
speak to my wife a moment.” 

Mrs. Earle Goes with Brothers. 

He went upstairs, remaining only a few 
moments. When he returned with coat and 
hat he said Mrs. Harle was busy with her 
baby and couldn’t come downs „Nobody 
had asked that Mrs. Harle be made to appear. 

Earle,

Pleads Guilty to Charge. 

Sheriff Decker observed it was a pretty good 
sky, but he reckoned folks got used to it 
after a while. In court Judge Carpenter read 
the tomplaint against him while the artist 
stood frowning. 

I desire to acquaint you with your rights,” 
sald the judge. “ You may plead guilty or 
not guilty as your understanding of the facts 
prompts you. Are you guilty or not guilty of 
assault in the second degree?’ 

“Guilty,” said Barle without hesitation. 
The allegation is correct.“ 

“You have the right of being bailed, you 
know,” prompted the judge. : 

“TI would rather go to jail. 2B don't want 
ball,” said Earle grompily. 

The judge then held him to await the action 
of the Orange county grand jury, which sits 
in October.

RESIDENTS IN A FURORE. 


Determined to Keep Springfield Ret- 
ugees from Settling There. 


Ropes, trees, 
and shotguns were urgéd as means to prevent 
colored families from settling in that part of 
the city, which now is occupied * white res- 
idents exclusively. 

* With a shotgun or revolver in every house 
and with a plentifubseupply of rope and trees, 
| the people of Gage Park will goon rid itself 

of the forty-two families of Springfield ne- 
groes which two ministers propose to bring 
here, declared J. J. Peiter, secretary of the 
Gage Park Citizens’ Improvement aesocia- 
tion, at its meeting, which stopped its routine 
business long enough to enter into a discus- 
sion of the race question. 

Those in attendance became considerably 
excited when it was made known that two 
ministers, whose names were not mentioned, 
were attempting to collect money to build a 
church in Gage Park for the negroes whom 
they expected jo bring into the district. 


Real Estate Agents Warned. 


It was finally decided that the sentiment of 
Gage Park, as represented In the halk was 
against the bringing of the negroes to Gage 


sell or rent houses to negroes in the dtatrio: 
will be blacklisted. 

At present Gage Park is without a negro 
resident, the nearest black being three miles 
away. The district which each year breaks 
into print because of its springtime floods fs 
bounded by Fifty-firet and Forty-seventh 
streets on the south and north, and Western 
ahd California avenues on the east and west. 

The announcemient had been half finished 
about the placing of street lights in Western 
avenue when the storm broke and dozens of 
persons in the hall took up the cry against 
the threatened invasion of the negroes. Ina 
moment the street lighting question was for- 
gotten and nothing but the most affective 
method of handling the negroes was dis- 
cussed. 


Forget About Street Lighting. 

After it had been decided to keep the ne- 
groes out, even if need be with the aid of 
shot guns, revolvers, and ropes, quiet was re- 
stored and the meeting adjourned without 
referring again to the lighting of Western 
avenue. 

Charles Sagert is president of the asso- 
olat ion. 

“There is either a shotgun or revolver in 
every house in Gage Park,” said Secretary 
Reiter, and we have unlimited supplies of 
rope and trees with which to deal with the 
blacks if they are brought into our * 5 
munity.

David L. Frank Assessed $10 and 
_ Costs for Trouble at Polls. 


| SEQUEL OF PRIMARY STRIFE. 


Police Officers Also Accused of Intimi- 
dating Election Judge. |

A fine of $10 and costs was imposed yester- 
day on David L. Frank, a campaign manager 
for Richard Yates, defeated candidate for 
republican nomination for governor, by 
Judge Torrison in Hyde Park court. Frank 
was charged by Enoch Harpole, a democratic 
judge of election, with causing a disturbance 
in attempting to install a challenger for the 
Yates faction at a polling place in the Ninth 
precinct of the Sixth ward at the primary 
election on Aug. 8. 

According to the testimony Frank rushed 
into the polling place and demanded to know 
why John Kinney, who was with him, had 
not been installed as a challenger for the 
republican party. Kinney had applied ear- 
lier in the day with credentials, but was not 
accepted because two republican challengers 
already were on duty. 

Kinney sought out Frank, and together 
they went to the polling place. Frank pre- 
sented the credentials for Kinney to Harpole, 
who refused them, saying they were not 
propertly signed. 

Refusal Based on Primary Lay. 

The primary law provides that the county 
central committee of each party shall have 
the privilege of selecting challengers at the 
polls until after the election of a precinct 
eommitteeman, which was provided for at 
the election on Aug. 8. The credentials of the 
republican challengers on duty were signed 
with the names of the chairman and secre- 
tary of the republican county central com- 
mittee and countersigned by John R. Thomp- 
gon, ward committeeman. 

Harpole ordered both Kinney and Frank to 
leave the polling place. Frank refused and 
became abusive and threatened to “ send 
them all to the penitentiary.” according to 
the testimony of Harpole, who said he then 
ordered Policeman Morley, who was detailed 
at the polling place, to place Frank under 
‘arrest. 

Frank resisted for a time and said to the 
policeman: “Mr. 1612, I'll get you,” 1612 
being the number of the poticeman’s star. 

Frank was then arrested and taken to the 
Hyde Park police station, but was released on 
bonds later in the day. 

Police Accused of Coercion. 

In the testimony of Harpole it developed 
that Kinney was installed as a challenger 
later in the day after the arrest of Frank 
When asked to explain why Kinney. was in- 
stalled, he sald it was caused by the su- 
perior presence of the police,” and explained 
that by saying Capt. Haines of the Hyde 
Park police station and Lieut. Cronin of the 
Fiftieth street police station compelled him 
dy threats to install Kinney. Charges to this 
effect have been filed with the police trial

Attorney Sims Considers Ques- 
tion of Further Punishment 
for Evading Law. 


Washington. D. C. Aug. 25.—[{Special.}— 
There will be no criminal prosecution in the 
‘Chadbourne-Gardner case of evasion of the 
customslaws.° 


The government bas not openly 3 


any intention ot citing Mrs. Chadbourne, Mrs. 
Gardner, or both, to appear in court in answer 
to charges of fraudulent entry, punishment 
for which is fine and imprisonment, but it can 
be taken as authoritative that the two prin- 
cipals will, De allowed to go their ways after 
prescribed penalties have been imposed. Ihe 
art goods which Mrs, Chadbourne brought to 
this country from abroad possibly will be 
confiscated. 


Fine and Confiscation, Too? 

It has not been the policy of the govern- 
ment to ,criminally prosecute smugglers 
where a heavy penalty can be inflicted by 
exacting duties and imposing fines, or even 
in confiscating the goods themselves. It 
has been admitted that the case at present 
in question is of a nature that will yield the 
prescribed pound of flesh without bringing 
the defendants to the bar on criminal 
charges. 

The case probably will be considered by 
District Attorney Sims solely under article 
7 of the customs administrative act, which 
provides for payment of full duty of the 
goods and the levying of a fine of 50 per cent 
of their appraiged value, and requires that 
the district attorney shall determine wheth- 
er the government is to inflict further pun- 
ishment by confiscating the goods in ques- 
tion and selling them at auction. 


Chief Question for Sims. 

In view of the fact that the first two pro- 
visions already have been complied with, and 
payment to the amount of $70,000 has been ex- 
acted from the defendants. there will be little 
for District Attorney Sims to do but deter- 
mine whether the government shall proceed 
by court action to confiscate the importation. 
This matter is now waiting his consideration, 
and upon his opinion, followed by a subse- 
quent court decree, depends the necessity of 
the owner of the goods paying their full ap- 
praised value if she wishes to secure them, or 
taking her place with other bidders at the 
auction: the customs authorities will hold. 

It is generally understood that Mrs. Chad- 
bourne’s attorneys have satisfied their client 
that there are to be no further embarrass- 
ments for her. 


WITNESS IN SMUGGLING CASE.

HALTED BY REVOLVER SHOT. 


Marshal Released Him with Warning | Declines to Discuss Case, but Is Sure 


Not to Repeat the Offense. 


A “ peeping Tom in the person of a prom- 
inent young business man of the suburb, who 
was captured after a midnight chase, has 
thrown the usually quiet village of La Grange 
into a turmoil of excitement. 

The prisoner was captured Sunday night 
by H. F. Wardwell, 828 South Brainard 
avenue, after a chase of half a block. It 
was only when Wardwell had punctured the 
framework of a neighbor's house with a bul-. 
let that the peeper stopped, with the ex- 
clamation, ‘‘ Please don’t shoot me! I'll sur-

Accompanied by several neighbors, who 
had been aroused by the shot, Mr. Wardwell 
marched his prisoner across flelds to ‘the 
residence of Marsha! Rau, in another section 
of the village. The marshal identified the 
prisoner, and said it was not his first of- 
fense in that line. 


Set Free with a Warning. 


Owing to Mr. Wardwell’s refusal to prose- 
cute, the young man was released with a 
warning that if he ever is caught at the same 
trick again he will be punished severely: 

Shortly before midnight Sunday evening 
a young woman in Mr. Wardwell’s house- 
hold, accompanied by a friend, returned to 
the Wardwell residence from a visit. As they 
turned the corner of Brainard avenue in 
Forty-seventh street they became cognizant 
that they were being shadowed. As they 
glanced back at him the shadower stopped 
and started across the prairie in an opposite 
direction. 

When the young couple reached the house, 
however, they weré sufprised to encounter 
the mysterious shadower again. He was but 
100 feet distant and was walking slowly. to- 
ward them.

| New York Man with $2,000 in 


His Pocket Ends 2 85 


|NO EXPLAINING NOTE LEFT. 


Carbolic Acid, Chloroform, and Knife 
Used to Make Death Certain. 


Joseph M. Krewer of 502 West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-first street, New York, be- 
lieved by the police to have been wealthy, 
committed suicide last evening in his room 
at the Grand Pacific hotel. The body was 
not found until shortly bef midnight by 
Clerk Frank Kimball, who after repeated 
Knockings on the door forced it open. 

That death might be doubly sure Krewer 
swallowed a quantity of carbolic acid, 
chloroform, and rat poison, and then severed 
the arteries of his wrists. The body was 
lying on the bed and papers were strewn 
about the small table and dresger. The police 
are at a loss to know why Krewer ended his 
life, for he had $2,044 in his pockets at the 
time. 

From papers found Krewer is thought to 
have been graduated from the Academie de 
| Besancon, France ten years ago. A diploma 
| giving him the degree of bachelor of arts was

Drug Odor Rouses Suspicion. 
He entered the hotel early Monday night 
and was assigned to room 515 by the clerk.

‘the odor of chloroform coming from his room. 
Clerk Kimball was notified. Going to the 
door, Kimball rapped repeatedly, arid it was 
‘not until some time later that it was decided :

W. C. TITCOMB SURRENDERS; 
FACES WOMAN S FRAUD CHARGE 


Former Tabasco Sauce Agent, Who 
Maintained Town and Country 
Houses, Gives Himself Up to Police.

William C. Titcomb, formerty agent of the 
Mellhenny Tabasco Sauce company, who 
was sought on a warrant obtained by Mrs. 
D. H. Hess charging Titcomb with operat- 
ing a confidence game, yesterday surren- 
dered himself to the police.

When 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company 
bank in Chicago received the check from ths 
hotel Titcomb’s funds had been drawn out. 
So Hess had to return the money to the 
hotel. 50 

Titcomb withdrew his money from the 
bank when involuntary bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings were started against him,“ said At- 
torney Malmin. As soon as he learned of 
the trouble in Denver we wired the money 
and that end of it is all settled.“ 

One of the petitioners in the involuntary 
bankruptcy action is John H. Brigham, a 
former salesman in the employ of Titcomb. 

Titcomb’s salary. as agent for North Amer- 
ica of the Mclihenny company was $1,000 a 
month. He maintained a ton house at 
670 La Balle avenue and a country house at 
Everett, west of Lake Forest. Last January 
his daughter, Ursula Titcomb was married to 
Guido J. Hansen, whose father is a wealthy, 
retired maltster of Milwaukee.

Nef that Brooklyn already had the deal 
framed up and that Sebring was as good as 
reinstated. Moreover, he voiced a vigorous 
protest in anticipation of seeing the Chicago 
elub deprived of what he considers one of its 
valuable assets, and mentioned the national 
commission in no complimentary terms, one 
of the titles applied to it being the national 
board of equalization.” 


Murphy Tells What’s What. 
The local club owner was warm under the 
collar over the prospect of seeing another 


‘club successful in securing Sebring’s reinstatement 


after his own numerous failures to secure that 
result. The Breoklyn club owner contented him- 
self with saying he hoped justice would be done 
the famous * outlaw." who had seen nearly every 
other contract jumper restored to good favor except 
himeelf, and that, if Sebring did become eligible. 
the Brooklyn club would pay more for him than 
any other club. 

For those of slender memory it may be recalied 
that Sebring was obtained by the Cubs from Cin- 
cinnati in the deal whereby Harry Steinfeldt came 
here, but the outflelder never reported. although 
he signed a contract with President Murphy during 
the first winter of his ownership of the loca] club. 
Sebring jumped that contract and remained with 
the Wiillamesport club of the Tri-State league as 
For that and for alleged tampering 
with other major league players.

BRYAN ON TRUSTS. 
William J. Bryan's speech at Indian- 
apolis yesterday outlined the issues on 
which the democrats at this time propose 
to make the next campaign. 

Theedemocracy (as represented by Mr. 
Bryan) attacks the integrity of the repub- 
lican Roosevelt administration and ridi- 
cules its attempt to curb the lawless cor- 
porations of the country. Because the 
republican party is not a party of per- 
fection Mr. Bryan would damn it as unfit 
to rule, , ; 

His. speech is an ingenious attack upon 
the weak points in the republican pro- 
gram and platform— minor points at that 
—and an adroit evasion of some of the 
offensive phases of the Denver demo- 
cratic doctrine. The public today should 
consider two features of this speech: 

1. His inferential appeal to the social- 
ists, to whom he offers half a loaf. — 

2. His comparison of the republican 
and democratic trust. programs, 

He attacks the progressive and con- 
structive republican policy for the regu- 
lation of trusts because it does not go 
into detail. And he submits for the ap- 
proval of the country the unconsidered 
and impractical] democratic scheme for 
federal licensing based upon the volume 
of business done by a corporation. 

During the last of the dog days of 
August Tue Trrsunez, so far as it can, 
will spare its readers the affliction of 
political discussion. But Mr. Bryan's 
forensic effort at Mr. Kern’s affair com- 
pels us to invite those of our readers 
who have the time and the inclination to 
read and consider those salient features 
of his speech which have attracted’ our 
attention. 


JEROME’S VINDICATION. 

The outcome of the Jerome investiga- 
tion will be welcomed by everybody. Peo- 
ple have believed in Jerome. Whatever 
indiscretions or mistakes of judgment he 
may be charged with, he has been regard- 
ed generally as an upright and fearless 
public servant. It would have been a 
severe shock to many had the investiga- 
tion revealed malfeasance in office or per- 
sonal corruption. 

The case illustrates the difficulties. in 
which every man of prominence in this 
country is likely to find himself owing to 
the fickleness of the popular mind. The 
conviction was strong that there was 
great corruption in many enterprises car- 
ried on in New York. There was a de- 
mand for a champion of the people to 
fight against these evils. Jerome was 
selected. He was believed to be able, 
honest, courageous, and in every respect 
well equipped for the battle. The people.

How can I reach the depot?” is a 
common question in an American city. 
No answer is more welcome to the 
stranger than the one which describes 
the car, the corner it passes, and the 
direction in which to travel. In a good 
many cities—and large ones, too—the 
traveler finds no difficulty im getting from 
depot to hotel or business center on a 
street car line. 

Chicago is one of the exceptions. The 
main lines of travel for street care do 
not pass the railway stations. There is 
no convenience for the citizen or the 
stranger. There ig some encouragement 
in the reported plan of the street car 
companies for a route passing the Ser- 
era] stations. Such a service would mean 
much greater facility for going from one 
depot to another. There is a good deal 
of transferring in Chicago. Passengers

In many cases the omnibus trans- 
fer is included in the cost of the ticket, 
But there are few people who would not 
prefer the street car to the omnibus if

There are projects for splendid new 
railway stations in Chicago.

The action of the league was taken at the 


request of Mr. Pinchot. From the returne 


received Mr. Pinchot will compile in part 
the data on the resources of the country. 
The subjects for investigation have been

PRAISES JURIST - ‘BODY. 


W Lawyers W All 
Parts of Country Attend 
Annual Convention. 

Seattle, Wash, Aug. 25.—When Jacob M. 


Dickinsom called the American Bar associa- 
tion together here today in its thirty-seventh 


annual convention delegates made up of dia- | 


tinguished jurists and lawyers from every 
part ot the United States were present. 

United. States District Judge G. H. Han- 
ford welcomed the guests on behalf of the 
state, Mayor John F. Miller extended the 
welcome of the city and Judge Frank 8. 
Dietrich of Idaho welcomed them on behalf 
of the lawyers of the Pacific coast. 


2 Should Be in Courts. 
President ‘Dickinson replied to the address 
of welcome and then delivered his speech on 
the legislative situation, so far as it relates 
to the enactment of new laws in the various 
states of the union. 

Mr. Dickinson in his address said the ad- 
ministration of justice shall be in the courts 
alone. He discussed the best metheds for 
broadening the shy a and work of the asso- 
ciation. He said judges should be criticised 
if they are corrupt or incompetent. 

“ While impeachment should not be lightly 
mvoked, yet it is an indispensable safe- 
gard,” he said. “The impeathment of 
Judges, properly pursued, would not under- 
mine the confidence in courts any more 
than would unfrocking a priest destroy 
reverence for the priesthood. The people 
have been led away from the principle that 
the independence of the judiciary is one of 
the mainstays of civil liberty under self- 
government, which is based on mutual self- 
restraint, and the belief that it is no less 
important than the principle of representa- 
tion itself. 

American judges as a body have a rec- 
ord of which we are justly proud. The 
threatening attitude to which I refer, while 
it may largely have had its inception in dis- 
content arising from special incidents, has 
assumed a wider field of criticism.” 8 


Increase in Membership. 


The secretary reported an inorease of mem- 
bership during the year from 8,074 to 3,587, 


141 members joining today. There are now 


forty-three state bar associations, three ter- 
riiorial, and 400 local bar associations. 

By the unanimous adoption of the execu- 
tive committee report the association voted 
against increasing the annual dues to $10, 
rejected a plan for reorganization, and de- 
feated a resolution to establish a permanent 
office in St. Louis. 

The recommendation of the executive com- 
mittee that all resolutions be referred to 
proper committees without debate also was 
adopted. Nothing but the most formal papers 
of this kind will be considered this year in 
open session.

Volume of Business Explained. 

The fact that the activity increased con- 
siderably today coincident with the an- 
nouncement of the suspension was partly 
the result of the putting through of trana- 
actions for the purpose of adjusting accounts 
but also to some extent to the feeling that 
this event went a long way toward clearing 
the atmosphere so far as the technical posi- 
tion of the market was concerned.
